The coming ofthe Aus- 
tralia is anxiously awaited, for it is expected 
she will bring important news of events in 
Hawall. Her advices ought to reveal 
what Minister Willis’ instructions were, how 
he carried them out, and determine whether 
or not Queen Liliuokalani has been restored 
to her throne, as well as the consequences of 
the change. 

The last steamer from the islands to arrive 
here, the China, left Honolulu at noon on the 
7th inst. On the 1 agree a of that day Min- 
ister Willis was to lay before the Provisional 
Government the instructions which he had 
received from Washington. 

Newspaper men and the general public 
have for the pasttwo days kept keen watch 
seaward for the appearance of the Aus- 
tralia. She is not really due on her 
schedule time until to-morrow, but when 
the Australia brought news of the action of 
Mr. Stevensin recognizing the provisional 
government in April last, the vessel left the 
islands three days ahead of time, and it is 
thought that similar action might have been 
taken in the present crisis, 

The Australia is an old ship built onthe 
Clyde, but she was rebuilt at a cost of about 
$325,000 after being burned to the hull, and 
came out ofthe dock four months ago prac- 
tically a new ship, with new engines ana 
equipment. Naval officers say she is the 
fastest thing in the Pacific and may reach 
port this evening. 

Hawaliansin this city say it is not true 
that Cleveland’s Commissioner Blount 
took the statement of most of the prominent 
people there who were opposed to the mon- 
archy. Full statements, made up by Mon- 
archists, were sent to Biount, prepared with 
care, often by the ald of skillful Royalist 
lawyers, who so adapted or kept back facts 
is to mars thé most ~ pldus!bie 
showing of their claims.

the facts about the deposition of the Queen 
and the establishment of the provisional 
government shall be fully Known a torrent of 
indignation will set overwhelmingly against 
Cleveland’s attempt to destroy the 
existing Government of Hawaii and 
to restore the Queen, who was deposed 
because the intelligence and property of the 
country could no longer trust themselves to 
her misguided, reckless Government. It is

Assuming this to be true, it is the 
business of the United Statesto treat the 
situation as it was found to 
exist when negotiations were be- 
gun by the Provisional Government 
and the proper thing to do now is to ac- 
knowledge the existing Government as the 
real Government of the islands, and to treat 
with its officials for such privileges as our 
Government has always enjoyed in the har- 
bors there and to recommend that the de- 
posed Queen be properly cared for during her 
lifetime.’’ ! 

Mr. Peffer does not concur in the proposi- 
tion to make the Hawaiian Islands a part of 
the United States, but thinks we can obtain 
all the maritime advantages we need by 
treating with the present Government upon 
the condition that this Government will pro- 
tect the independence of the islands in the 
future.

Itis matter of public knowledge as well as 
general regret that the old metropolitan has 
failed, mentally as well as physically, with- 
in the past few months. To this collapse is 
doubtiess due the whim which he has taken, 
in the matter of the Thornton payments. 
The fact remains that he has not paid to 
Clerk Zepp the money due in July by order of 
the court. The judgment of Michael 
Carroll against John Thornton, Jr., 


would have been completely satisfied the 
July payment, andthe Archbishop w d be 
free to pay the future dividends of the legacy 
to Thornton or his heirs, or assignees. As

the court. 


THE THORNTON LEGACY. 

The story of the Thornto ‘ 
first chapter in the days of thirty-five years 
ago, when Archbishop Kenrick was a Napo- 
leon of finance in an honorable sense 
of the term, John Thornton, Sr., 
who was not the father, but the 


uncle of the man called John Thornton, Jr., 
died and left a fortune valued at „000, 
amassed by lending and by prudent real es- 
tate deals. Archbishop Kenrick and two lay- 
men, who have since died, were, by the will 
of the elder Thornton, constituted trustees 
of u legacy of $20,000, made to the younger 
Thornton. It was provided by the will 
that the interest on the money should 
be paid to Thornton and at 
ihis death to is heirs. Thornton 
ts a man about 50 years of age, and fora long 
time he has been a resident of Dubuque, Io, 
Archbishop Kenrick paid him $600 every 
six months, which was the in- 
terest at 6 per cent on the legacy. 
Over four years ago Michael Carroll 
got judgment against John Thornton, Jr., 
for about $6,000. In satisfaction of his claim, 
Carroll sequestered the legacy in the hands 
of the sole living trusteee, Archbishop 
Kenrick. The result was that the Circuit 
Clerk and not Thornton got the sem 
annual dividend by order of 
the court which directed that this 
arrangement should continue until the 
Carroll claim was settled in full. Archbishop 
Kenrick obeyed the mandate until a year ago. 
Had he made the July yment, the 
claim would have been settled; but Mr. 
Zepp, the Circuit Clerk, has yet to receive a 
check forthe balance; hence Messrs. Phil- 
Nps, Stewart, Cunningham & Elliot have not 
the usual sum for their client, Mr. Tittman, 
who in his turn has, for these reasons, 
failed to credit the estate of Michael Carroll, 
deceased, with the final payment of the 
judgment against Thoraton. Herein consists 
the contempt of which Archbishop Kenrick 
stands guilty.

LEFT INTHE LURCH. 


Creditors of Henry Krueger Mourn His 
Disappearance. 


SUPPOSED TO HAVE BEEN ACCOMPANIED 
BT WILLIAM MENGE. 


The Proprietor of the Germania Cigar Co. 
Departs Without Warning—Supposed 
to Have Gone to Hamburg to Collect a 
Legacy. 


Henry Krueger, acigar manufacturer and 
proprietor of the Germania Cigar Co., 410 
Clark avenue, skipped town about 
three weeks ago and left behind 
bim a large number. of unpaid 
bills. His numerous creditors have been 
actively searching for him ever since, but 
the most definite information obtainable 
points to the conclusion that he has probably 
gone back to the old country. 

Krueger left between two days, and is said 
to have been accompanied in his flight by 
William Menge, a saloon-keeper and per- 
sonal friend of his. Menge kept a saloon at 2 
North Fourth street, and is said to have 
assisted Krueger in obtaining a large §credit 
and to have enabled him to prolong his stay 
by guaranteeing many of his bills. Quite a 
number of persons are interested in learning 
the whereabouts of both men, 

In addition to neglecting to settle his bills, 
Kruger neglected to pay the salaries of some 
five or six cigarmakers who were work 
ing for him. He owed them from two 
to three or more weeks’ salary each 
ana when they pressed him fora settlement 
gave them instead the most airy and plausl- 
ble promises. Though these men are prod- 
ably the smallest creditors, the loss of their 
money falls very severely upon them, and 
should their erstwhile employer ever fan 
into their hands summary justice will be 
meted out to him. 

HIS BUSINESS VENTURES. 


Krueger appeared in this city about a year 
ago and established himself in business as 
a cigar manufacturer at 818 South Broaa. 
way. But little was known of 
his antecedents, and for a time 


he did an apparently straight business, pay- 
ing his bills regularly, thus bolstering up his 
credit until he succeeded in gaining a certain 
amount of confidence with the firms from 
whom he purchased. May 1, last he moved 
to 410 Clark avenue, where he remained un- 
— his disappearance about Oct. 25, last. His 

clalty was the manufacture of a brand of 
clears known as the ‘“‘Chippie’’ brand. 
He is said to have established 
a large credit with the Weinheimer 
Leaf Tobacco Co., and this firm are acti vely 
searching for him. The Wiedemann Cigar 
Box Co. and the Friedman Tobacco Co. are 
also creditors to a considerable amount. 
Many other firms are also victimized for 
larger or smaller sums. 

Probably the principal sufferer by Krue- 

er's transactions is a cigar maker named 
Sonn Ocelinitz, Who worked for him since 
March 10 last . E r a cent 
+ return an ambition

Krueger. The latter was not long in discov- 
ering this fact and each week, in the place 
of paying Oelinitz’s salary, would promise to 
take him into partnership ‘‘after awhile.’’ 

Oelintz was contented with these promises 
and worked fathfully without remuneration, 
meanwhile drawing on his slender hoard for 
his ilving expenses. When his employer 
skipped Oelinitz was nearly penniless, but he 
managed to Sng enough money together 
to continue the business, and is now posing 
as employer in Krueger’s place. 

10 COLLECT A LEGACY. 

Last July Krueger neglected to pay his 
workmen foraconsiderable time, but they 
then refused to be put off with promises 
and brought, attachment proceedings 
against him in Justice Kane’s court. 


He then managed to raise the necessary 
amount and his stock and fixtures were re- 
leased. In some way the rumor has got out 
that Krueger has a small legacy coming to 
him in Hamburg, Germany, and bas gone 
there to colrect it.

BETTER DOCTORS. 

The basis of all medical science, and the 
stimulant of all medical progress, is the 
patient. He is the beginning and the end- 

ing of all medical practice, and though 

medical practice is often the ending of 

him, the great truths here asserted are not 

affected by this last fact. 

In the making of doctors the patients of 

this country have not received the consid- 

eration that is their due. Every patient 
who honestly and promptly pays his doc- 

tor is entitled to the very best medical at- 

tention. He has the right to demand that 
his physician or his surgeon or his ocu- 

list or his aurist or his medical what- not 
shall be a practitioner of thorough train- 

ing. No other kind of a doctor should 
think of putting up a sign or writing a 
prescription. Our doctors should be such 

that. in an emergency we may send for the 
nearest one without fear and trembling as 

to what may be the result. 

But how are we to have this sort of doc- 
tors from the short course of students in 
most medical colleges? Every year 
the host of .M..D.’s is augmented. by hun- 
dreds of young graduates who can not pos- 
sibly have been fitted for treating all the 
numerous and often complicated ills of the 
flesh in the short time they have devoted 
to study. If nature herself were not a 
great physician the havoc some of these 
inexperienced young gentlemen might 
make in a community would be appalling. 
Dr. Gil Blas himself would shudder at the 
mortality. 

The trustees of Columbia College in the 
city of New York have resolved to estab- 
lish a four years’ course in medicine, and 
the educational period should be increased 
in all medical schools. In addition to his 
other attainments the medical student 
must now obtain a knowledge of bacteria 
and micro-organisms. A new and exten- 
sive line of work has been opened in this 
direction. He must know about water 
supplies, drainage, milk infection, etc. 
An extended course of clinical instruction 
is also necessary to the building upof a 
competent practitioner. A five years’ 
course in medica! colleges would be a good 
deal better than four, but we can scarcely 
hope for such an innovation, 
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A VIRGINIA grange asks for the reten- 
tion of the duty on potatoes, There should 
have been no duty on potatoes.

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Our Duty in Hawaii.

The people of Hawall have an undoubted 
right to determine their own form of govern- 
ment and to choose their rulers. The preva+ 
lent suspicion that this right was shamefully 
violated dy Minister Stevens and Com- 
modore Wiltse has been deepened into a 
conviction by Secretary Gresham's cogent 
letterto the President, based, as itis, on 
what appear to be well authenticated 
facts. It is plain that by the acts of these 
agents the United States were placed in the 
position of overthrowing a friendly govern- 
ment by armed force and establishing a 
usurping Government in its stead. 

That was a great wrong. Secretary 
Gresham’s obvious indignation at it is en- 
tirely justifiable, and President Cleveland 
will do well to repudiate it with emphasis, 
Inso far as the United States have main- 
tained the semblance of a pro- 
tectorate over the Provisional Goy- 
ernment it should be promptly and 
publicly withdrawn, and the people of 
Hawall should be made to understand that 
they are free to set up and maintain any 
form of government they like, without in- 
terference from the United States or any 
other foreign power, provided only the 
government so set up possesses the strength 
to perform its obligations to other powers. 

It this is President Cleveland’s Hawalian 
policy, he will be sustained by an over- 
whelming majority ofthe American people. 
It is by no means sure that he will be sus- 
tained if he attempts to re-establish by force, 
orthe menace thereof, the monarchy that 
was overthrown by force. In spite of Mr. 
Gresham’s logic, which is ethically unassail- 
able, this will have too much the appearancé 
of redressing one wrong by committing an- 
other, 

Our true policy in Hawall is to keep hands 
off. We are under no obligations to place 
Lilluokalani on her throne again. It is 
enough if we leave her people free to place 
her there if they like. It would be absurd for 
this Republic to re-establish a throne once 
overthrown and its overthfow seemingly ace - 
quiesced in by the peonle. are
